lack of 
medical treatment. The 
Gazette also published a special telegram 
from Madison, which stated that Hon. 
U. H. Giles, of the State BjxtJ of Chari­ 
ties and Reform, had been interviewed, aod 
he gave It as his opinion that the appall­ 
ing story published in the Milwaukee Sen* 
tinel, was true. 
The ex«convlct is Mr. D. Pearson, who 
at one time held several prominent posi­ 
tions in the East. He came to Milwaukee 
two or three years ago, aud engaged in a 
scheme to heat Milwaukee by steam and 
he claims that through some machinations 
of his partner he was accused of forgery, 
rushed through Judge Mallory's court 
without a fair trial, aud seutenced to the 
House of Correction for two years. While 
serving his term, he claims to have expe­ 
rienced the most inhuman treatment, and

sickening, 
aod if it be true, the condition of tho Mil­ 
waukee House of Correction will be found 
as bad as the prisons in Europe, when 
John Howard began bis philanthropic 
mission. The article exposing tho in­ 
humanity of the prison officials and giving 
an inside view oi the sufferings and the 
brutalities endured in that place, was

The charges are that flour for which 
the county was compelled t > pay six dol­ 
lars a barrel, was so poor that when made 
into bread, the cows and the hogs would 
not eat it; that the meat wa9 putrid, and 
during his confinement embryo calves, 
dogs, and glandered horses were served as 
m eat; that the prisoners would be unmer­ 
cifully beaten, placed in a black bole in 
which 
a man coaid not lie at length, 
with no ventilation, and extremely filthy ; 
that they were compelled to eat rotteo 
vegetables, that no lights were furnished 
the prisoners at night; that the most vul­ 
gar and profane language which could be 
commanded, 
was 
used 
toward 
the 
prisoners;

on is revoltingly filthy, and the inmates 
were 
kept 
in 
that condition by the 
commands of the officers; that kidnapping 
is extensively practiced by the managers 
of the institution, and the persons kidnap­ 
ped compelled to work in the chair factory. 
These are in brief the charged. 
The 
details are as bloodcurdling as any thing 
that John Howard ever wrote about the 
prisons in England aod France. What will 
be the result of this exposure cannot be told. 
Libel suits will very likely grow out of the 
matter. The Evening Wisconsin says that 
Chief of Police Kennedy, who is one 
charged with these crimes aud brutalities, 
will commence suit against the benllnel 
for libel. He has taken counsel, and will 
fix the damage ot $50,000. It seems that 
the Sentinel is on the safe side or it would 
not have taken the responsibility of pub­ 
lishing such an article. 
The State Board of Charities and Re­ 
form is engaged in making an investiga­ 
tion, and mach interest will be felt in the 
resalt.

T E L E G R A P H Y . 


Progress of the Work, of the Rapid 
Telegraph Company Between Res­ 
ton and Sew York. 
Boston, Oct. 20—The new American 
Rapid Telegraph Company has all its poles 
set down between this city and New York, 
and over IOO miles of wire strung, putting 
up two strings, those boiog all that will be 
required by the new process. The work is 
going on from both ends of the route. 
Some delay is experienced la the delivery 
ot the wire, on account of the slow prog­ 
ress in the manufacture of an entire new 
style, which is steel thickly coated with 
copper. 
It will require some length of time yet 
for the line to be put in full running order, 
the company intending to do the work 
thoroughly and substantially, as it is no 
ephemeral or experimental undertaking 
When the line shall be in successful oper­ 
ation from here to New York, work will 
be pushed on toward Washington, and not 
to Chicago, as at one time intended. After 
Washington, Chicago will be the next ob­ 
jective point 
ggThe method of telegraphy used by this 
company is purely mechanical, messages 
being sent by simply turning a crank, and 
requires no hand-key operators. Prelor- 
ated paper is used in preparing messages 
(or transmission, and they are received 
on strips similar to the Morse system. 
Law grade of operators 
only will befre- 
quired, and schools of instruction have 
been instituted bath in Boston and New 
York, in which young men aud young 
women are taught at the expense of the 
company. 
Cheapness, as well as rapidity i9 (the 
basis of merit in the aims of this new com­ 
pany, and, if successful, they claim it will 
sweep the entire field of telegraphy.

AN OLD 8T0BY. 


B e la tin g How' a W h a le Has a sh e d a 
V e s s e l S ix t y Y e a r s A g o . 
Correspondence of the New York Son. 
We b. arded this summer at the house of 
Cipt. Thomas G. Nickerson, on Nantuck­ 
et, the last survivor of the crew of the 
whaling ship Essex, which was sunk by a 
whale in the Pacific ocean somewhere 
about the year 1320. 
The story, as he 
calk it, is a thrilling cue. 
The Essex was 
nearly new, reached the Pacific fishing 
grounds rn good order, took and tried oat 
one large whale, and clearing the ship as 
usual, for other captures. 
One morning the lookout on the mast­ 
head sighted a large tchool of sperm whales 
The boats were lowered and manned for 
persuit, and the captain’s harpooner suc­ 
ceeded 
in 
striking 
a 
whale 
He was then some three miles from the 
ship, and the mate’s blat was hastening to 
his assistance. 
One of the men, happen­ 
ing to glance toward the ship, saw flying 
not only the signal to return, but the signal 
of distress. The mate’* boat hurried bick 
with all speed. 
Getting on board, they 
were informed that the ship had been 
struck by an immense sperm whale, anc 
the water was rushing into the hold in 
frightful manner. 
While they were en­ 
deavoring to ascertain the extent of the 
injury, the same flab, a monster in size, ap 
peared, swimming directly toward him at 
a furious speed. 
The creature seemed to 
be either in great agony or in a iearfu 
rage. 
He lashed the waters to a while 
foam with his tail, writhing and lifting his 
immense body half out of ii bringing it 
down again with a report like a cannon,and 
rushing straight upon the devoted ship. 
Tne first blow bad been in the bows, 
and the shock had thrown the men cif 
their feet and dashed everything from its 
fastenings, as though the ship in a gale had 
struck a sunken rock. 
The whale himself 
had seemed stunned for a moment. 
The 
second time he struck the ship on the lar­ 
board side, crushing her timbers and mak­ 
ing her shiver from stem to stern. 
For a 
moment they thought the whale had killed 
himself; he turned on his back; panting 
heavily; then recovering himself for a last 
effort, he backed away and came at them 
me third tune, with strength enough to 
open wider the yawning gapi he bad , a1* 
ready made. After that, apparently sat­ 
isfied that he had done his work, he swam 
slowly toward the distant school, leaving 
the Essex with the water 
pouring 
in. 
The men kept firing guns ai signals ol 
distress, and the Captain, having left the 
wounded 
whale, hastened 
to 
the 
scene of disaster. 
They had barely time to 
load their frail whale boats with the nec­ 
essaries of life before the ship sank. 
More 
than three mouths after, having endured 
the utmost suffering and hardships that 
human nature can bear, and having in that 
time traversed nearly 4,000 miles of water 
and lost nearly half of their number, they 
were at last picked up. Captain Nicker­ 
son does not like to talk of this fearful pas­ 
sage in his life, and the horrors of it have 
left a permanent impression on his mind. 
He is living In the town of Nantucket, 
where most of the survivors lived and are 
well remembered by the inhabitants. He 
expresses the opinion that his ship Is not 
the only one that has met her death by the 
anger of a whale, and that the victims of 
those monsters number tar more than lands* 
men suppose.
